S.R.O* 175.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 184 of the Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957}, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following regulations, further 
lo amend the Naval Ceremonial Conditions of Service and 
Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964, namely: — 

1. Thcflc regulalions may be called the Naval C'cremonial, 
Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous (Amendmeni) Re- 
gulations, 1980. 

They shall come into force from the date of Ihcir publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 
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2. In the Naval Cereinonial, Conditions of Service and 
Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964. 

3. (i) In Chapter XII, part III. for Section VITI and entries 
1 elating thereto the following section and entries shall be sub- 
stituted, namely : — 

“SHCTION Vlir— CjRANI of PERMANENI^ COMMIS- 
SION IN I HE GBNER.\L LIST TO SAILORS OF ALL 
BRANCHES. 

289. (1) Aim. The aim of this scheme shall be to sclccl 
deseiving sailors from amongst all the branches’ _ol 
the Navy and to give them apprpprlaLc in-service 
training so as to make them geneiul list Officers fully 
at par with entrants Ihroiigh other schemes. 

(2) Eligibility — Sailors of all branches shall be eligible un- 
der this scheme, provided they fulfil the following conditions, 
namely ; — 

(a) Age i.imils. — Non-Ailihcers sailors shall be imdei 

22-1/2 years of age, and Artificer sailors under 24 
years of age on Isf January of the year in nhich 
the course commences. Age limit can be relaxed 
upto one year at the discretion of the Chief of the 
Naval Staff. To protect the interests of sailois who 
may be affected during the transitional period from 
the old to this revised scheme, the age limits can be 
further relaxed as follows, upto the 1981 course 

(i) Mechanicians of all branches — 29 years. 

(ii) Others — 25 years. 

(b) Educational Oualiflcafion.--The minimum educational 
qualification shall he Matriculation or equivalent. 

fc) Service. — Before appearing for the written examina- 

lion, a Non- Artificer sailor should have completed 
his induction training, including Class HI Specialist 
Qualification where applicable. An Artificer sailor, 
should hold the rank of Artificer V class or higher. 

fd) Marital status and Accommodation. — Sailors who arc 

married shall not be provided married accommoda- 
tion nor allowed to live with their families while 
undergoing training. Those who are not married 
shall not be permitted to marry till they become con- 
firmed Sub-Liculenants. 

(e) Medical Standards.— A sailor should be in SlAl me- 
dical category. Those in temporary lower medical 
category shall also be eligible to apply Irtit their 
cases shall be decided on merits by Naval Headqiiar- 


(3) Selection 

(u) Application.— Candidates wishing to apply for com- 
mission under this scheme shall apply, on the FcH:m 
prescribed by the Chief of the Naval Staff, through 
their Commanding Officers. 

(b) Preliminary Screening.^ — Boards of officers shall be 

constituted in Commands to screen the applicants and 
ensure that they have a reasonable chance of quali- 
fying in the written examinaton and pass the Ser- 
vices Selection Board. A sailor shall be permitted to 
appear before the Screening Board only three flmci 
during his enfire Scmcc. The number of times a 
sailor has appeared before the Preliminary Selection 
Board under the earlier scheme ^all also be count- 
ed against this total. 

(c) Written Examination. — Sailors who pass the Treli- 

minary Screening’ shall be permitted to EppcAT in a 
written examination. There shall be two separate writ- 
ten examinations, one for Artificers and th-* other 
for Non-Artificiens. The standard of examimUlon for 
Artificers shall be such as enable them, after six 
months of training, to conjoin with NDA cadcU of 
technical branches at INS Shivaji. The standard of 
examination for Non-Artifleers shall be cauTvalent 
to that of Higher Secondary. 


(d) Services Selection Board. — Candidates declared suc- 

cessful at the written examination shall be required 
to appear before the Services Selection Board. 

(e) Medical Board. — ^Candidates who qualify in the 

Services Selection Board shall be requii'ed to appear 
before a Medical Board. 

(f) Final Selection. — Final selection shall be made on 
die basis of a merit list in case there arc more suc- 
cessful candidates than there arc vacancies. Those 
who fail to make the merit list shall have to under- 
go ffic selection piocess again starting with the writ- 
ten examination. 

(4) Branch Allocation. — Because of the substantial techni- 
cal training undergone by them as apprentices, Ai’tfficci'S, ex- 
cepting Shipwright Artificers, who are selected under Ihi^ 
scheme shall be allotted to the Engineering or Electrical 
Branch. Non- Artificer sailors and Shipwright Artificers selec- 
ted under tliis scheme shall be allotted branches depending 
upon the needs of the vSciwicc from time to time, and the 
aptitude of the individual. 

(5) Training and Promotion, — 

(aj Artificers. — ^After final selection, Artificers shall be 
designated as Cadets ^u^d sent to the Naval Academy 
for undergoing six months of general academic 
training. Thereafter, they shall conjoin with cx-NDA 
cadets and undergo the Basic Engineering Course 
at INS Shivaji. They shall be promoted to Mid- 
shipmen after six months service at INS Shivaji as 
cadets and to Acting Sub-Lieutenant after six 
months service as Midshipmen. 

1 (b) Non-Artificers. — -After final selection, Non-Artificers 
and Shipwright Artificers shall be designated as 
cadets and sent to the Naval Academy for two years 
academic training. Thereafter, they shall undergo 
six months afloat training as cadets on board a 
Cadets’ Training Ship and be promoted Midshipmen 
at the end of this period. 

Thereafter;— 

(i) Those allotted Executive Branch shall undergo a 

further six months Iraiurng afloat, as Midship- 
men. After this they shall be promoted as Acting 
Sub- Lieutenant and undeigo fuiiher training cour- 
ses along with their ex-NDA counterparts. 

(ii) Those allotted Engineering or Electrical Branch 
shall conjoin with cx-NDA Midshipmen at INS 
Shivaji and undergo the Basic Engineering Cours*. 
They shall be promoted to Acting Sub-Lieutenant 
after serving for six months as Midshipmen. 

(c) Relegation. — Those failing in the prescribed e:»a- 
minations held during training as Cadets and Mid- 
shipmen shall be relegated by six months at a time 
and their promotion delayed accordingly. Penalty 
for failure after being promoted as Acting Siib- 
Licutenant shall be as applicable to ex-NDA Cadets. 

(d) Withdrawal.— A trainee who fails to make adequate 

progress may be withdrawn from train inng with the 
approval of Naval Headquarters. If a trainee is 
withdrawn while under training as a Cadet, he shall 
be reverted to his original rank and branch as sailor 
without loss of seniority for all purposes. If he is 
withdrawn after being promoted Midshipmen, he 
shall be discharged from the Service. 

(c) Resignation.— A candidate shall not be permitted 
to resign while undergoing training. In case 1^ fails 
to complete the traininng for reasons within his 
control, he shall be liable to refund such sum as 
may be decided by the Government, but not ex- 
ceeding the amount incurred by the government, for 
his training, messing, accomdatlon and allied ser- 
vices. 

(6) Pay and Allowances. — While undergoing training as 
Cadets, they shall be eligible for the pay and allowances of 
the substantive rank held by them as sailor at the time of 
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selection to Cadet. They ahall also be entitled to receive in- 
emnents of pay, if any, admissible in the rank. On being 
promoted to Midabipmen, they shall be governed by the rele- 
vant regulations regarding pay and allowances for Midship- 
men. 

j(7) Outfit Allowance.— On, being selected for training as 
Cadeto, they shall be eligible for the grant of outfit allowance 
as applicable to cadets. 

(8) Messing.— While undergoing training as Cadets, the 
traineea shall be eligible for free massing as applicable to 
other Cadets. On being promoted Midshipmen, they shall be 
eligible for aid-in-messing, as applicable to other Midshipmen. 

(9) Accommodation. — ^These trainees shall be provided 
flee accommodation as Cadets. There aftei’, accommcKlation 
charges shall be levied from them as applicable to other 
officers. 

(10) Leave. — ^After redesignation has Cadet, tumiial leave 
shadl be given only during term breaks except in very excep- 
tional circumstances, such as death of a near relative etc. 

(11^ Travelling and Daily Allowances, — ^TVaincos shall he 
elij^ble for Travelling and Daily Allowances as applicable to 
other Cadets, Midshipmen and Acting Sub-Lieutenants.” 

(11) in Chapter XUI, for regulation 355 and the entries 
relating thereto the following regulation and entries shall 
bo substituted, namely : — 

"335. Branches, — ^Thc Indian Naval Reserve shall com- 
prise Executive, Engineering and Electrical Branches, 
The Indian Naval Volunteer Reserve shall, in addi- 
tion, have the Education Branch and Med i c 1 
Branch.
